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NOTES OF THE WEEK,

The scrious anti-Jewish maoifestations in Hangary have culminated in 
alarming riots at Preesburg. the former capital of Hungary, Oa Thuraday the 
29th ult., a mob of two thousand people entered the Jewish quarter of Prers- 
burg, threw etones, broke the windows, and plundered many shops, and 
even the synegogue. The police were utterly unab'e to deal with the crowd, 
two battalions of soldiers bad to be called out, and there was a 4erce 
struggle between military and civilians. The mob repeatedly cheered Deputy 
Istoczy, the organiser of the anti-Semitic party in Ilungary. At 2 4 ™. an in- 
creased force of infantry was called in, and u'timately dispersed the mob at the 
point of the bayonet. Some of the rioters offered such an obstiaate resistance 
that they seized the bayonets of the soldiers with their hands. Tho rioters 
declared that what bad been done was mercly a prelude to what was coming. A 
large ntmber of arreeta were male. . Similar excesses took place in the 
neighbouring villages and many rioters were arrested. Tno riota at 
Preasbarg were resumed con Friday and continued till midnight, Tac Hangarian 
Ministry bave virtually place! the town and neighbouring dietrict un ler mar- 
tial law. We may be certain that the authoritica will epare no effort to essere 
the restoration of order, the protection of the iives and property of the Jows, 
and the uneparing punishment of the rioters. .Perbaps the armof the law may 
even reach the real authors of the riots, men of the stamp of Istoc “yy who are 
quite as guilty as their misguided dupes. 


We observe that a congress wil! shortly mcet at Brasee’s for the purpose 
of putting into shape propoeals that have beon made for substituting arbi ration 
for war. The aim and intention of the congress is in every way praise. 
worthy and deserving the support of all who have the progress of civilization 
at heart. The idca which animates the movement thould be above all thi: ga 
congenial to Jews. Tho future to which our religion bids us lock forward is 
one of prace, and we shon!d do everything in our power to promote ineasores 
which will tend towards the Mecrsianic age. We have often bi oa surprised 
that the ideas of Colder, recently «expounded by Mr. Joho Morley with great 
ekill, have not been adopted more widely and more enthnasiastically by Jews 
(hrovghcut the world. “ Peace and Free Trade among wen’ would be an ideal 
for Penjudaic action which weuld combine both the'r religious instiocts and 
commercial interests. With western Jews the ol ideals are being transfigured or 
obliterated, and unlete new ones are obtained or old ones revived there will remain 
no ideal bond to connect Jew and Jew toroughont civilisation except the purely 
Why shoul! not 
the old Messianic ideal be adopted under the new form of progress towards an 
(ra cf Peace and Free Trade ? Judaism could say with Muliére je prends mon 
bien ou je le trouve in the care of Cobdeniem as with many other systems of 
thought, 


Mr. Voysey’s. interesting lutter in our last week's issue coafirms our 
anticipations that he would welcome with open arms the new developments of 
Judaism laid down by Mr. Montefiore. We heartily sympathise with the reverend 
gentleman's views eo far as they were shared by the late Dr. Bonisch. We are 
quite as anxious as Mr. Voysey to facilitate the admission of Gen'iles into com- 
munion of faith with Jews, and have for thie reason since Dr. Banisch’s death 
strongly advocated the revival of the ancient ord r of Proselytes of the Gate, 
But to quote a homely simile, while going some distarc» with Mc. Voyeey, “ we 
separate at Temple Bar.” Mr. Vuysey has outrun the main body of Christians 
and come up with the rear guaid of Jutaism, but he appesrs to wish that these 
ehould detich themeelves, ike fron their own main budy. Neither 
party would gain by this separation. Lostitntions are as eescutial to Jadaism 
as principles and the former cinnot be entirely given op without great fear that 
the latter will be lost, at least after a generativa or two. |

The 
grateful expreesions of the Jews might fittingly bo male by means of an 
address to be presented to the Lord Maycr on his retiremeut from the honouraSls 
office he has eo honourably filled, 


It is remarkable that no Jew bas yet solicited the suffrages of the rate- 
payers for election as a member of the London Schoul Board. The absence 
tay be attributed to the fact that the communi'y has every reason to be 
raticfied with the liberal policy pursued by the members of the Board towards 
the Jews. The late Chairman, Sir Charles Reed, as well as the present Chair- 


man, Mr, E. N. Buxton, and several of the other leating members of the Board, 


have personally expressed the most kindly sentimen's towards Jewa end 
Judaism. Their friendly expressions liave been backed up by equally friendly 
acts. Our readers will remember that the board has shown qai‘e an eagerness 
to appoint Jewish teachers to echoo!s attended by a large number of Jewish 
pupils, The Old Castle Street School, the first erected by the Board, was a 
conspicuous “ failure " until a Jewish head-master, Mr. Abraham Levy, was 
appointed. Now it is equally conspicuos as one of the most successful of tle 


Board's Schoola, Nearly nine-tenths of its pupila are Jewieh children ard 
almost tho entire staff of teachors aro Jows. The Board has also given great 
facilities for the hol ling of Jowish religions classes in several of its aechoola, 
and has in other ways shown mach regard for the suitable religious training of 
its Jewish pupils. 


The decited falling off in attendance on the Second days of Festivals appears 
to be becoming more marked than ever, Year by nese! the nnmber of atiendanta 
at syragogue grows the namber of Jowa attending their business grows 
greater, And this happens when attendance on firat ha has become more and 
more general. ‘bere is evidently some want of “ appeali:g power,” if we may 
nee the expreseion, in the institution of the Second D ay 8. +. thie continues much 
longer it will tecome clear that the institation shows that lack of vitali ity which 
we have before urged as the great teat of the neod of proservation in modern 
Judsism. It is impossible that a state of things caa long continue in which 
one who goes to business on a second day is regarded as being as good a Jow as 
one who does not. Our clergy should consider whether it is desirable to keep 
up the eecoad cay merely, Nemo” described it in our columns, as a Bank 
holiday in a falith.” Their fesling on the enbject may be gathered from the 
foc’ that sermons are scarcely ever cclivered, even by the Dolegate Chief Rabbi, 
on the Second Days of the. Festivale. Here is another point in which the 
Synod we have #0 frequently alvocate! should have the authorita‘ive word 
to say. 


Our readers will have noticed that now and again onr colamns contain 
letters on the proceedings of the Mahamai and the Elders of the S.an'+h and 
Portugnese Synagogue, Tho points at issue are not always clear to those 
uninitiated in the iotricate aud mysterions details of the management of the 
ancient congregation.

We do not 
pretend to have quite fathomed the dark deptha of the strange controversy, but 
enough is made clear to lead us to believe that the daring spirits who wish to 
infuse a youthful and vigverous vitality in tho congregation have no easy 
tatk befere them, and that esch step forward bas to be fough: with much 
tenacity of purpose The “ Yehidim themselves do not appearto have quite 
setiled epon the particular changes they desire carried oat, The introduction of 
personalities on either sido is greatly to be doprecited. Too timo will, no 
doubt, come when even the E'ders of the Spanish and Portaguese Congregation 
will see the advantage of publishing yearly balancc-sheets, of abolishing obsolete 
forms of management and of a more intelligent system of seat rental than the 
ancient.” Finta.” 


The Finta (or aeseesment).is pscaliar to the Spanish and Portagaes) Con- 
greg tion.

CORRESPONDENCE, 
AN APPEAL FOR REFORM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sin,—The manner in which Mr, Montefiore’s sketch of Jewish Reform has 
been received seoms to point to something therein lacking. And that some- 
thing it is not very difficalt to fiod. is scheme is, 1 fear, entirely impracti- 
cable. He has painte! his picture on a canvas so flimsy that it waves and 
ripples like a Union Jack. He bas given us a great many “ Noes” and 4 very 
few “ Ayes.’ He has fashioned and formed a@ religion more—far more— 
ornamental than ueeful ; he has “ given us rufiles when wanting a shirt.” This 
groes defect is seriously to be regretted, more. especially as his paper was 


. written with euch evidently good intent. ‘Lhe state of Judaism is sach that 


the time has come now for deimanding Reform, thorough and drastic, 
and there is no: name which could so well be associated with the 
movement as that of Montefiore... The name that, upon another head, 
has done more than any other to honour Judaism in the past is 
the one which. can be reckoned upon for giving a sharp impetus to the new 
regime. Wut whatever Mr. Montefiore may add or whatever he may take away 
from his previously expressed views, liowever be may strengthen them in one 
direction or qualify them in another, two things seem to me certein, that nothing 
will be done in the direction of Reform, however small, without freely expressed 
popular opinion, and that the time which must elapso before Mr. Montefiore can 
complete his scheme is 80 much time lost in the cause unless others do their 
best to keep the matter well before the public mind, There are some, perhaps, 
who will say that Judaism as it is practised in the synagogues and as it ie 
supposed to be practised in the homes is all that is desirable to the many ; that 
the only ones who are clamouring for Reform are the discontented few who 
wish to deny Judaism and to shape for themselves a very comfortable religion 
with a very good old name. 

Judaism, to-day, to tlie great majority of its adherents is nothing more than 
a tribal bond worn for social purposes. They are born Jews and remain Jews 
simply for fear of being ostracised by their relations and friends. They cluster 
round Judaism like barnacles round a ship’s keel, but are no moro Jews if 
judged by “ Rabbinical Judaism ”—which, | suppose, is our index—than the 
barnacles are sailors if jadged by the Admiralty Code. I4 fact, Judaism is 
observed by the many just as suits each individual. One observes this ordi- 
nance with the utmost reverence, whilst another discards it as useless and 
antiquated. ‘This must necessarily be so where under one roof, in one syna- 
gogue, joining in.the service, you can find two men with such diverse notions 
of what Judaism requires, that one would consider himself a ‘‘ Messhumad ” if 
he did not fast on 7°73 DY, and the other would not feel his conscience twinge 
with a cup of coffee before going to ten o'clock schule on Yom Kippor. The 
eaine diversily is apparent in the opinion of the prayers necessary to be said, the 
greatest unanmnity being found among that large section of the communit y—. 
generally the younger portion—who say no prayers at all, : 

Some few years ago the Berkeley Street Synagogue started “ Reform.” The 
chief radical alteration they made was keeping one day Yom Tov instead of two. 
A few of the richer Jews joined that congregation, now many of our 
Hynagogues are deserted on second days; most people finding it convenient 
and others imagine it respectable. Our services in the synagogue are conducted 
in @ tongue which perhaps not two in every ten of the congregation under- 
stand—the worshippers consequently yawn through the service they don’t 
understand and sleep soundly through the sermon they could but for which the 
service bas tired them out. The most cursory observer will see that what we 
want is evidently thorough and severe Reform. We want a ritual which all can 
understaud and appre ciate We want our services such that all or most can 
attend them and fe:l benefited by them... We waut, Sir, regulations and laws 
adapted to the times... Why cannot we have a prayer-book in consonance with 
the spirit of our age and prayers we can appreciate? I own that it is fine to 
be able to point to words said or supposed to be said. by us now, which 
were the comfort aud support of our fathers in troublous times gone by. But 
what if for us these words have lost their meaning; are dead and etill ?

EGRESS FROM THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—On several previous occasions I have, through the medium of your columns, 
indicated the utter inadequacy of the existing means of egress from the above place 
of worship, and have pourtrayed the inevitably disastrous consequences which would 
attend a panic. The absolute necessity for the erection of an additional vestibule at 
the southern extremity of the building is fully recognized by the seatholders, their 
freely expressed views receiving the cordial endorsement of the committee of 
management. The passage of the unanimous recommendation made by the latter 
body to the Council of the United Synagogue is however barred by the obstructive. 
tactics displayed by a section of the representatives of other congregations, Upon 
these members I would impress the fact, that in the event of some grave catastrophe, 
contributory negligence would be ascribed to them and would urge their discarding 
red-tapish supineness for loyal and laudable co-operation. Justice should surely 
have precedence of liberality, and the incontestable claim on the recently impored 
5 per cent. tax of an original and floarishing constituent such as the Bayswater 


should, I venture to assert, be met before grants from the joint exchequer are made — 


in favour of fresh offshoots, 

My pulse quickens when on festivals I perceive the imminent jeopardy in which 
upwards of seven hundred souls are placed ; for not only are all ordinary and spe- 
cial sittings occupied, and children wedged into every available space, but in addi- 
tion, extra chairs block a three foot gangway leading to doors, the proportions of 
which would harmonize with those of some jerry-built villa. Captain Eyre Shaw, 
of fire brigade renown, condemns the discharging capacity of a well-known metro- 
politan building, possessing, with seating accommodation for 1.250 persons, twenty- 
two exits from the auditorium, which was cleared last bank holiday in 2} minutes ; 
what would be his report on the Bayswater Synagogue, an edifice which, with but 
four exits for 700 worshippers, only evactuated on Kol Nidré night in five times 
that perioi? Even before the flames had gained the mastery, a panic would on a 
similar occasion be produced by the alarm of fire, and fearful destruction of life 
would ensue in the frantic, selfish endeavours of the fugitives to avail themselves of 
the solitary avenue of retreat. 

The inutility of securing the stable door after the theft of the steed is generally 
conceded ; hence, if provision for facility of egress is to be afforded,-let. it be before 
some heartrending disaster has converted the synagogue into a veritable charnel 
house. Should we not profit by the terrible lessons of the calamitous explosion at 
the Nice Opera House in the spring and the appalling catastrophe at the Viennesse 
Ring Theatre in the autumn of last year, and by the dreadful conflagrations in the 
play houses of Brooklyn, Carlsruhe, and Saragossa’? Dure we either be oblivious of 
the fact that one short hour sufficed to reduce to ashes the church of La Companile, 
Santiago, and to plunge into eternity two thousand of the flower of Chilian 
society 7 

Let that mystic body, the Council of the United Synagogue, lay these facts 


.. upon’ their consciences, and add thereto the axiom that a casualty is not an 


invariable essential for the production of a panic in a crowdel assembly; an 
alarm, however unfounded, would, in all probability, conduce to the same grim 
reenlt, The hazard to which the congregation is expored must be patent to every 
observer, and it is well. nigh .incredible that such unparalleled apathy should be 
manifested in a matter, the issue of which might at any moment resolve itself into 
one of life or death. . 

Inertness is constant!y fraught with dire effect, and as an expression of opinion 
would doubtless avail the cause, a requisition should forthwith be presented to the 
Wardens, calling for the convention of a special meeting of the seathoiders to 
deliberate on the proposition to construct the requisite additional outlet.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT]. 

MELBOURNE, Ava, 14TH, 1882. 

Since the date of my last letter two of the mattors referred to therein, first ly 
regarding the neglected Jewish children in the industrial schooler, and secondly, 
regarding the minister of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, have been eo far 
settled. Concerning the first matter your readers may remember that at a mect- 
ing of the heads of congregations and institutions it waa resolved that the 
members of the Jewish community should be called together 'to take into con- 
sideration the farther means to be adopted in relation to tho religious training 
of neglected and orphan Jewish children, In pursaance of this resolution » 
public meeting was held last Sanday which, considering the importance of 
the matter to be discussed, was, I regret to say, very poorly attended. The 
Rev. E. Blaubaum, to whose “fforts on behalf of the children I have before 
allucled, moved, and Mr. Nathaniel Levi, thé president of the Melbourne Hebrow 
Congregation seconded that the Philanthropic Society should bo requested to 
alter its constitution so as to bring the providing for destituteorphans and neglected 
children of the Jewish persuasion within its province and that tho meeting 
would pledge itself to give to the Philanthrosic Society such farther support 
aa might be necessary. Upon this Mr. A. Waxman moved and Mr. Simeon 
Cohen seconded an amendment to the effect that it was desirable that a society 
should be established to take charge of destitute orphans and neglected Jowish 
children. A long discussion then took place which ended in the amendment 
being carried by a majority of one only, and a provisional committee was then 
formed to carry the resolution of the meeting into effect. Although many deplore 
the establishing of another charitable institution in our midst, yet, now that it 
has been decided to found an orphan society, [ am certain that all will gladly 
give their help towards making it a snccsss. - At preseut I am informed there 
will be some ten children to care for, but this numbor will surely grow larger as 
our commoanity increases. 

With regard to the minister of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation I atated 
in my last communication that a select committes of the past presidents had 


been appointed to investigate certain charges made egainst the minister, and 


that they would bring up their report at a future date. The investigation 
was held in dae course and a report submitted to a meeting of the members 
held on the 23rd July. The select committee stated in their report that the 
subject they had been called upon to investigate was a very serious one. They 
found that the majority of the charges had been verified by the evidence taken 
and the minister bad partially admitted the same to them (the select committes) 
and previously to the Board of Management of the congregation. They also 
found that the Board of Management had on Jaly 3rd, 1881, passed the follow- 
ing resolation : “ That in futare before Dr. Jacobson performs the operation of 
circomcision upon a non-Jew be will have to obtain the sanction of the Board,” 
and the select committee Laving before them the fact that the charges bad been 
brought forward by a private member of the congregation fourteen months 
after the matter had taken place left it to the members of the congregation te 
decide whether such resolution had not condoned the offence. The report of 
the select committee was received and alopted by the meeting with very little 
discuession and the original resolution of the Board of Management inviting 
applications for the position of minister to the congregation was carried by a 
large majority. The exact nature of the charges against the present minister 


‘has not been made public bat from what | can gather it appeara that a man 


married a Jewish gitl and afterwards, in deference to the wishes of her parents, 
consented to be converted and made a Jow. Application was made to Dr, 
Jacobson for this purpore and he uadertook withont either consulting the local 
Beth Din or even. the Board of Management of his congregation to perform the 
ceremony, for which he received the sam of £25. Tho receipt of this sum 
was subsequently denied by the minister and hence the present proceedings.

SERIOUS ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS [AT PRESSBURG. 


Pressburg, the former capital of Hungary, has been the scene of serious 
anti-Jewish riots during the past week. These riots can be clearly traced to the 
in’ammatory attacks against the Jows, which have been made on the platform 
and in the press by the Deputies Istoczy, Onody and Simoyi and their following. 
A subscription was started, and the proceeds of the collections, as well as drink, 
were froely distributed among the crowd in order to incite it to deeds of 
violence. 

From the several accounts of the rioting which have been telegraphed, it 
appears that during Thursday forenoon Jews passing through the market place 
were insulted, but no actual violence was used. About balf-past six, when dark 
had eet in, a group of twenty or thirty men issned forth from one of the prin- 
cipal streets, shouting ‘ Hurrah for Istoczy and Hurrah for Onody !'—the 
two anti-Semitic champions in the Hangarian Diet. They were soon joined by 
a hundred others, and the mob rapidly increased until it formed a compact maes 


of more than a thousand. The mob commenced throwing stones at Jewish. 


houses, not eparing a Jewish charitable institution, an! the wise stores were 
particularly chosen for plander. The Synagogue was literally bombarded and 
every window broken. As the mob reached the Jaden-gasse the police (who 
unavailingly attempted to stem the course of the rioters) were reinforced by the 
military.. Two battalioos charged the mob at the point of the bayonet, but the 
mob egain rallied, and a fierce struggle ensued between the rioters and the 
troope. At lergth, after a couple of hours, order was restored. 

On Friday, the rioting was renuwed. The troops dispersed the mob, but it 


‘gathered again in the billy suburbs, and returned to the town after midnight. A 


few more houses were then wrecked and dram shops plundered. 

The Emperor has exhibited great concera at the disgraceful riots, and has 
‘desired to be kept fully informed of all particulars. 

The Jewish quarter of Preseburg (the Jewish population of which is 


estimated at 7,000 souls) has since Satu:day been patrolled by the military, and — 


extraordinary precautions have been taken to prevent farther distarbances in 
Pressburg and the neighbourhood. | 

The sigas of the destraction caused by the rioters can be seen on all sider, 
Scarcely a houss in the Jewish quarter but has had all the windows smashed, 
The Vienna correspondent of the Standard, who visited Pressburg on Saaday, 
telegraphed on that day : 


The silence of death reigned everywhere. The Jews are still in hiding 
The wealthier have left Pressburg for Vienua, Pesth, or other towns, or have 
taken refuge in the hotels of the Christian parts of Pressburg. The poorer Jews, 
on the other hand, are lying concealed in the cellars and back paris of their 
own dwellings bebind barricaded doors, everybody expecting a renewal of the 
ricis in the course of the night. As we now kuow, this fear bas fortunately not 
been realised, the energetic mwliitary measures takin by the authorities having 
prevented any attempt 'o repeat the outrages of Thursday and Friday nights, 
The part of the city which has suffered mostis the Neustadt or so-called Bic- 
menthal suburb, where vumerous Jewish tradesmen and merchants resided. 
Here there is scarcely a house or villaleft undamaged. Among tlie moat active 
of the mob were a band of Slovack peasants, who had been bribed and brought 
in from the neighbouring villages to assist the ringleaders in the riots. 

My inqoiries in various quarters lead me to the conclasion that as many as 
600 Jewish families, comprising upwards of 2.000 persons, have left Preasburg 
within the past three days, principally going by rail to Vienna and other large 


towne within a few hours’ journey. : 


The number of persons arrested, accused of having taken part in the riots, 
is, | am informed, upwards of 300. According to the statement of some of these 
persone, considerable sums had been received from the Anti-Semitic Committee 
of Berlin to encourage the movement in Pressburg. Circalara had beén distri- 
buted inviting the public to join the Laternational Anti-Jewish League and to 
contribute to ite funds. 

Although a consideral number of persons were wounded in the riots, none 
of them appoar to have received fatal or even dangerous injuries, Many of the 
troops were hit by the showers of stones, but except one soldier, who had an eye 
cut out, none of their ipjories are serious. ‘The barracks at Pressburg are now 
full of soldiers, and order is preserved in all parts of the city by numerous small 
patrols, who go their rounds every ten wiuutes. The environs of Pressburg, ia 
which there are a number of villas of the wealthier Jews, are being protected 
by cavalry, of whom two more squadrons were sent from Vieuna yesterday, 

Tue Austro-llupgarian Press, with few exceptions, indignantly condewns 
the condact of those Deputies to wLose encouragement the scenes of the past 
: An inquiry is 
dewended, with a view to mete ont the merited punishment to the guilty and 
compensation to the sufferers, The Hungarian Government is actiog with 
energy in the matter, and bas already sent the Chief of the Police, M. Jckel 
Falursi, from Pesth, with full powers to uphold the law. : 


Excesses against the Jews are also reported from Przclautech in Bohemia. 
The fury of the populace was especially directed against the German Schoo! 
belongicg to the Jewish community, which was nearly wrecked. The Czechs 
declare that their hostility towards the Jews will not cease until all their schools 


have been czechicised, 


The following farther information was telegraphed from Viennaon Monday 
night : All is reported quiet at Preseburg last night and to-day. The fact is 
beyond doubt, chiefly attributable to the presence of six thousand troops in the 
city. The only sigue of the anti-Jewish feeeling now are occasional shouts of 
Eljin Istoezy!'’ Several Jewish manufacturers, employing two thousand 
hands, chiefly in making clothes for export to the East, had given notice to al!

Absurd exagzerations, however, are appearing in the Vienna pross Taere 
is, of course, no telling what might not have occurred had not the authorities 
promptly done their duty. But, aa it is, no life has been lost, nor any womay 
dishonoured, as was friquently the cise io the Rassian Jadenhetze, Wig. 
dows have be en atmashed and shops plandered, the total damage amounting to 
several thousand pour de; that is all. On. Satarday night several towns aad 
villages about Pressburg caught the rietous iafection. There are several caseg 
reported of Jewish shopkeepera, especially publicans, having been attacked by 
the peasants, who demanded a hundred florins of one, and free libations from 
another. Oualy one Jewess is reported injarel, and that not seriously. 
was, in fect, rioting going on simultaneously ip Larechii z,.St. George, Wart. 
berg, Ivanka, Stampfen, Ratzeradorf, and several other villages; and it seems 
certain these disturbances had been planned for the Jewish holidays following 
the recent fast day. Placards from one and the same priating office were 
found at each of these places, containing these words: * Death to the Jows| 
Fifty florins for each Jewish head!” These words were accompanied by illus. 
trations of wheels and gallows, afcer the Irish fashion. The property destroyed 
is confined to a few small cotteges that were ect on fire. At St. George it is 
reported that the Government tax-collector was the riagleader ia ths riots. Tne 
entire district bas since been occupied by the military, and ths ringleaders 
arrcetid. ‘ihe soldiers were received with a shower of stones at several places, 
but bad no other diflicalty in quellicg the rioters. Tne Government has takon 
the most energetic measures to prevent the rivtiog spreading to other districts, 
especially to Tisza-Exzlar, where the unexplained disappearance of a Caristiag 
girl several months ago has been the source of long-coatinued excicem int. The 
best known Hungarian Statesmen, Deputies, and authors, includiog M. Paleky 
and M Jokay, have strongly condemned the Pressburg riote, and the agitation 
which instigated them cog by afew persons, who are ac.ing under the 
inspiration of the Berlin anti-Semites, the whole of the educated classes of 
Hungary are in accord with MM. Palsky and Jokay.

PESTH Oct. 2, 183?. 
M. Tieza, the Minister President, has addressed a letter to all the Monicipal 
Councils in Hungary, ia. which he expresses the conviction tha’ io every 
council in the kingdom indignation must have been aroused by the disgraceful 
excesses, which, under the pretext of an anti-Jewish agitation, were recently 
perpetrated at Pressburg and imitated in some of the communes of the county 
of Preasburg. The Minister goes on to say that the municipa'icies will doabt- 
lees, in accordance with their daty, prevent the occurrence of such ontrages 
within their own jurisdiction, but if any such disorders should break out, they 
are to repress them by the vigorous employment of the pablic forces, and pro- 
ceed against the guilty parties with the full rigour of the law. No delay or 
half-hearted proceedings will be tolerated. Tho Government expect that any 
agitation will be nipped ia the bud, and that the prime movers will be delivered 
up to justice. The action of the Municipal Councils in this respect will be 

supported by the whole power of the State. 


GERMANY. 

In the year 1821 a law was passed in Prussia forbidding Protestant clergy- 
men to take part in Jewish religious ceremonies. Toe very existence of this 
law had almost been forgotten ; but it is now about to be put into operation— 
or at least attewpte will be wade in that direction—agatnst two worthy Protes- 
tant pastors at Bromberz, who bave incensed ,the ultra-orthodox section in the 
Church not only by being present at the laying of tha foundation stone of a 
synagogue, but even by takiog an active part in tho ceremony in giving the cag 
tomary three taps on the stene and reciting e0ule - approori ate verses trom the 
Bible. Although tLe law to whi h we have referred dves not appear to have beea 
repealed, it is highly improbable that through its instrumentality a conviction 
would be obtained against the two pastors. [he threatened action of the Ultras

According to Article 71 of the Prussian Law of Jaly 23rd, 1847, ao foreigner 
is allowed to hold any ayo al offi in Prussia, under a panalty, to which 
those appointing him are also liable, varying from 60 to 900 marks. The Jewish

called to the bar. For this he had to wait ten years, although his capabilities 
were fully recognised. At the Students’ Day, held at Kiseoach in 1850 (which 
was attended among others by the mathematician Dedekind, member of the 
Berlin Academy of Science, the renowned theologian Lipsius, uf Jena, and the 
pandectist Demaliue, of Gratz), Dr. Moesner acted as Secretary. _

THE BLOOD ACOUSATION IN HUNGARY.

BUDA-PESTH, 22ND SEPTEMBER, 1882. 

The journey of the Attorney-General Kozma to Nyiregyhaza has acted on the 
investigation into the Tieza-Eezlar affair as does a thunderstorm on a poisonous 
atmosphere. This firm, noble-mind«d and blameless man, who is universally 
honoured by all partics as thesoul of Hungarian justice, has played in this scandalous 
case, to the honour of civilisation and of Hungary, a truly providential rile, It has 
been publicly made known that he had not only to stave off the shower of darts 
flung at him by the scandalous anti-Semitic press from beneath, but he had aleo 
strenuously to struggle against influences from above, in order to retain the posi- 
tion he holds with regard to this cawse célébre, Kozma's Assistant Procureur, 
Szekely, whom he eent at the outset to Nyiregyhaza, returned with the most alarm- 
ing tidings, Everything was true and had been proved on oath, not only with regard 
to the religious murder of Esther Solymosi, but also regarding the substitution of 
the false corpee. ‘ Ile and not Kozma was the man who stroked and caressed the 
witness, Moritz Scharf—not beat, as had been erfoneously reported. The Jewish 
advocate, Dr. Heumann, who enjoys as much confidence in Nyiregyhaza as do Herr 
Korness, the President of the local Tribunal and, farcte linguis, the author of all 
the mischief, the Deputy Geza Onody, with difficulty escaped being taken into cus 
jody, as it was alleged that this worthy man had been guilty of illegal machinations 
and intrigues for the protection of the Jewish suspects, 

Then Kozma appeared on the scene and put an end to the disgraceful proceedings 
which were being carried on at Nyiregyhaza. All the unfortunate individuals, who 
from. the commencement had been imprisoned on the charj2 of having taken part 
jn the so-called smuggling in of the false body—a charge which has now been dis” 
proved—were at once liberated. Among the released prisoners set free prior to the 
New Year festival, was the Rabbi Rosenberg, who had been thrown into gaol merely 
for having mids an innocent statement, I have already spoken of the displace- 
ment of eeveral officials, and of the reforms introduced among chiefs and subordi- 
pates. But more important still than all these measures is the personal influence 
which the journey of the Attorney-General has exercised on him, More than ever 
is he now convinced that there is not a titt'e of truth in the whole affair. The 
a cused have agreeably taken him by surprise, and have won his sympathy by their 
excellent behaviour, under the trying circumstances in which they are placed: 
None among them have been guilty of having led an evil life, no one has carried 

on a trade in usury, or in any way injured his fellow creatures ; in fact, the utmost 
peace prevailed between Jews and Christians in Tisza-Eszlar until the revival of the 
‘* blood accusation.” In the same way that Prince Urussow, of Balta, declared no 
enmity existed between Jews and Christians in that town before the outbreck of thy 
dreadful outrages of April last, so wae it the case here. A calumny fell like a 
poisonous rain from heaven and destroyed the harmony and good feelings which 
had hitherto prevailed, 

That under euch circumetances the Attorney-General, overpowered by anger 
though he was, did not desist from his views and intentions, is easily understood. 
The anti-Semitic journals are frantic owing to his having publicly declared that the 
whole affair and the accusation against the Jews had been planned and carried out 
by six or seven persons, He is also alleged to have said that the populace did not 
believe in the truth of the calumny, otherwise they would have stoned the Jews to 
death. An annoying impression ia therefora caused on seeing how the vile anti- 
Jewish pyees calls the attention of the Attorney-General to the provocations and 
dangers which his statements may arouse, and how it fears that the remarks may 
result in the Jews being pereecuted by the people, The Jews have nothing to fear 
from Kozma or anything that he does ; the anti-Semites may remain perfectly tran- 
qui] on this score, 

The Procureur Havas is at present engaged at Nyiregyhaza in examining the 
eeveral depositions affecting the care, It is true that he does not bear the reputation 
of being a friend of the Jews, but on the other hand, he is a highly cultured and 
humane magistrate, from whom we may be sure to expect an honest and impartial 
decision, It is earnestly to be hoped that sufficient points will be set out by him in 
order that the public indictment may soon be framed; for at the final trial the 
counsel for the defence will have an opportunity of unravelling the tissue of lics 
with which the whole affair has been surrounded, and of opening the eyes of the 
country tothe scandalous manner in which it has been called into existence, Already 
it is being openly asserted that in any case the Jews have the right of demanding a 
public trial in order that they may be fully cleared in the eyes of the world. The 


fact that the testimony of the boy Moritz Scharf has already been proved to be 


utterly falsee—the Attorney-General Kozma has convinced himself that it would 
have been atsolutely impossible to have seen through the key-hole of the synagogue 
ot Tisza-Esziar that which the lad was made to declare he had séen—makes it more 
difficult for the prosecution to formulate an indictment with any show of justice. 
Herr Bary continues to examine documents and to hear witnesses. At a banquet 
which was recent!y held at Nyiregyhaza, the toast of his health was received with 
enthusiasm, and he was loudly extolled for his intrepidity and integrity. That the 
man is intrepid everyone must admit. He is not at all afraid to pull accused persona 
by the hair and to maltreat them with hard blows. Every prisoner who is released 
from custody has something new to tell of the illegal and, what is worse, brutal 


- proceedings of this much talked of young man, It is well that he should be allowed 


to continue in the exercise of his unjust and eruel work ; for the time will soon 


come when Judge Bary will himself be handed over to a superior court, which in 


its turn will be called upon to investigate his conduct.

Revelations succeed each other with dazzling speed. Recently we heard that 
the Tribunal at Nyiregyhaza, entertaining some scrup'es with regard to the state- 
ments made by the three boatmen, on the ground that they were heard before the 
administrative authorities at Huezt, had ordered a fresh inquiry to take place before 
the Tribunal at Marmaros-Szigeth, and to-day itis kaown throughout the country 


that in the comitat of Szaboles there rules an Asiatic police and a system of justice 


which is worthy of the Middle Ages. More than 17 cases have been brought to light 
of Christians in that place having been tortured into making confessions by police and 


other functionaries, Among the moet notorious offenders in this respect may be men- — 


tioned the Commissary of Public Safety, Andreas Recski, in whose charge Morita 


Scharf was placed on the night of the 19th of May when his memorable confession 
was wrung from him, This man has frequently rendered himself liable to punishment, 
in consequence of complaints which were made against him, but he has hitherto 
succeeded owing to, for him, fortunate accidents in evading the strong arm of the 
law. In fact as long ago as July, 1877, he was charged with having violated his 
functions, but for some reason or the other he was not brought to tria!. The light 
which has thus teen cast on the past career of this official gives a new and totally 
unexpected aspect to the so-called confession of the boy Scharf, What was 
formerly only surmised has now been shown to be actual reality. 

If the judge st Nyiregyhaza imagined that a re-hearing of their case would induce 
the boatmen to abandon their previous declarations, he has grossly deceived himself. 
The President of the Tribunal, Herr Korniss, an avowed enemy of our cause, journeyed 
in person to Marmaros-Bzigeth, bat in vain, On the 25th of this month the three 
men (of whom only one, Herechko, is a Jew), in spite of an exhaustive examination 
which lasted three hours, not only confirmed the statements they had already made 
at Huszt but added some supplementary details. All of them declared that their 
first assertion relative to the finding of the body did not please the investigating 
magistrate by whom it was roughly rejected. As they declared that they had found 
the boly in the Theiss and knew absolutely nothing of its having been smuggled 
by Jews, Judge Bary was of conrse not satisfied with them. At firatthe boatman 
Mathé was mercilessly beaten by the Commissary of Pablic Safety, and when in his 
intenee suffering he cried out that he was willing to confess all he knew, the 
Investigating Judge dictated to him what was true—or rather what hedesired should 
be regarded as true—and these words he then repeated as being his confession, He 
was then confronted with the Jew Herechko, who was urged to confess what Mathé 
tried to persuade him to say. The Jew was so enraged that he apat Mathé in the 
face upon which a tall and rough police agent mercilessly beat him about the head, 
legs and back with an iron-lined stick. The magistrate and the procureur then 
departed leaving Herschko alone with the commissary, This person subsequently 
compelled his vietim to drink a large quantity of water, and then bound his puffed 
up body with thin cords, until his pain became so great that he devlarel ho was 
willing to confese, As he himself observed later on, in the situation ia which he was 
then placed, he would jhave eaid whatever was desired even about his own father. 
All these facts have now been confirmed and there can therefore no longer be any 
doubt as to their authenticity. | 


If it is gratifying to see light thrown on the mystery, it is a pity that the 


reputation of Hungarian Justice should have been so greatly damaged abroad in 


consequence of the revelations which have lately been made, The country will 
rejoice, however, if the present occasion should cause a thorough cleansing of the 
Augean stables of the Comitat’s police. The individuals who eo long practised their 
cruelties in secret will meet with their well-merited punishment, and it is to be 
hoped will clear the field for better functionaries. In Nyiregyhaza itself one of tho 
warders of the Court admitted, in the presence of the Investigating Judge Bary, 
that he had tortured some of the prisoners, and though at the second hearing he 
somewhat modified his confession, we now know the whole truth. 

It may interest you to learn that the Deputy Onody, who at present is staying 
in the German Capita), and has in his possession a false portrait of Esther Solymosi, 
belongs to those almost Asiatic barbariaos who are carrying on their mischievous pro- 
ceedings in the Szaboles Comitat. Some time ago | mentioned in speaking of Herr 
Onody that a complaint had been lodged against him of having violate’ his official 
authority. We now hear that he had been condemned to 20 days’ imprisonment, but 
that he did not undergohis punishment on the ground that he had since ceased tobe a 
Magistrate of the State. So much for the man who has now become one of the 
leaders of -the anti-Semitic movement in Germany, and through whose action 
regarding the Solymosi affair a powerful impetus has been given to the hostility 
against the Jews. 

Had the liberal press given publicity at the time to any of these matters, which 
were known months ago, much mischief would have been averted, and no one would 
have dared to assert that the recent revelations had been influenced or purchased by 


the Jews, The lesther Lloyd is particularly censurable for its long silence in the | 


face of the Tieza-Eszlar affair. As long agoas the commencement of the inquiry

Tunis.—The revolt which took place at Sfax carves, f the Franco-Tunisian war, 
and the subsequent bombardment of the town by the French, reacted disastrously 
on the material condition of the Jewish inhabitants, who since then have lived in 
hopes of receiving their share of the promised indemnity. Not only have these 
hopes been utterly fruitless, but the Arab Administration, which has recently been 
organised at Sfax, has threatened the Jewa that they will be called upon 
to pay a quora towards the fine of ten million franes imposed by the 
Bey of Tunis on the authors of the revolt. We recommend this subject to the 
attention of the Alliance Isradélite Universelle, especially as Tunis is now virtually. 
under French protection. 


AN Historica Fast at Feankrort —On the same day that the Anti-Semi- 
tic Congress assembled at Dresden, viz., the 27th of Ellul, an historical fast was 
observed at Frankfort-on-the-Main, known as the “ Taanis Vincenz,” in commemo- 
ration of disasters which befell the Jews of that city in 1614. In that yeara revolt 
broke out among the citizens of Frankfort, the leader of the rebels being a certain 
gingerbread baker named Vincenz Fetimilch, Having wrested the government of 
the city out of the hands of the magistrates, one of his first acte was to persecute 
the Jews. To avert mischief these closed the gate of the Jewish quarter 
and assembled in the synagogue to pray. Fettmilch and his wild 
horde broke open the gate, avd having entered the Jews’ quarter they 
plundered and murdered on every side, Thel,3s0 Jews who escaped with 
their lives were forced to flee, leaving all their property behind them. Sympa- 
thising Christians brought them food and clothing, whilst the small towns and 
villages in the neighbourhood of Frankfort gave a willing asylum to the fugitives. 
Meanwhile the Emperor Matthias, as also the Archbishop Johann Schwikard, of 
Mayence, and the Landgrave Louis of Heese-Darmstadt took the persecute’ Jew 
under their protection. The revolt was subsequently suppressed, and Fettmilch an 
his confederates were put to death. The Jews were then brought back in triumph 
to Frankfort under the charge of the Commissioners of the Blector of Mayence and 


the Landgrave of Hesse, and at the command of the Emperor the city had to com- | 
 pensate the Jews for the losses they had sustained, To commemorate these events _ 
the anniversary of the day on which the outbreak occurred was ordained as a fast, 


whilst the day (10th Mareh, 1616) on which the Jews returned to Frankfort was 


kept as a feast under the name of “ Purim Vincenz,”

“THE PEOPLE OF THE BOOK.” 


— 


We celebrate this week the Rejoicing of the Law and begin once more the 


_ yearly cycle of Biblical Sabbath lessons that have formed part of our syna- 


gogue service since time immemorial, The occasion is an appropriate one 
for summing up the benefits we have received from the Torah, 

Since Bible times nothing has had more influence upon the Jews than 
the Bible itself. The Bible has been the pillar of fire that has guided them 
through the wilderness of the Diaspora. It has been their solace in trouble, 
their adyiser in times of difficulty, their associate in the few periods of 
prosperity they have seen. It has been to them far more than a book ; .it 
has been a kind of Divine Friend which seemed to share in all their varied 
lot. Generation after generation of Jews have found in the sacred volume 
the guidance of their lives, They have had every reason for regarding it 
as the Word of Gon. 

Great as bas been the influence of the Bible on the world in general no 
nation has come so directly under its inflaence as the Jews, no people has 
been so distinctively what Mamomep called them, “The People of the 
Book.” The nearest approach that has been seen to the Jewish: steadfast- 
ness has been afforded by the Huguenots in France, the Puritans in England 
and the Covenanters in Scotland, whose animating spirit was far more the 
Old Testament than the New. Their stern spirit of adherence to the 
Right is distinctly Judaic in character though the influence of the New 
Testament, at least of its theological portions, tended to divert the sternness 


into intolerance of opinion. Jews have fortunately not had it as a necessary — 


task of religion to “reconcile” Isatan and St. Paci. One spirit has 
animated them and has therefore operated with the greater intensity and 
thoroughness. 

‘The depth of the Jewish love of the Bible is testified by the long roll 
of martyrs who have died for its faith, reaching from the Mac cabean times 
to the presentday. After the destruction of the Temple, no visible emblem 
of the Divine Supremacy has remained to Jews but the Sacred Scrolls, 
Neither altar nor banner could symbolise to them the cause for which they fought 
the battles of the spirit. The Bible alone was the palladium of the Jewish 
people. 
been ready to devote the whole skill of their hands to the patient copying of 
the holy words ; no wonder that the process was surrounded by all the pre- 


cautions that pious care couid suggest for its correctness and beauty. Nor 


can we fail to understand when reflecting on these things how the formal 
admission of the youthful Jew into the community of Issagu is made by 
calling upon him to read a portion of the Law. 

If further proof were wanted of the wide extent and profound depth of 
the influence of the Bible, one could point to the character of post-Biblical 
literature among the Jews. 


development of the Biblical word. The Midrash movement, as Zonz has so 
Jews paraphrased the Bible in the 
Targumin, expanded its history in the legends of the Hagada, extended its 
proverbial philosophy in the Meshalim of the Talmud, developed its law into 
the intricate pages of the Halacha. The philosophy of the Talmudic or rather 
Midrashic period dealt with the problems of Genesis and the mystism of Exe- 
CHIEL. Its medicine and zoology were closely connected with the Biblical dis- 
tinction between holy and profane in the organic world, Its astronomy 
principally dealt with the sacred calender implied in the Biblical festivals, 
And even if the Rabbis ventured outside the charmed circle of Biblical lore,

manifestation we may first observe the direct rise of the specifically Jewish 
institution, the Synagogue, from the need of weekly and daily lessons in the 
Law. From synagogues were developed churches, so that we have here an 
indirect relation between the goodly buildings which adorn Christian cities 
and the First Lessons that are read in them. The homilies delivered in 
synagogue were and are immediately connected with Scripture and have 


always served to bring the Bible home to the hearts and bosoms of Jows of 
all ages. 


When we speak of the influence of the Bible, we really mean the infla- 
ence of the Torah. Not that the glorious hopes of the Prophets have not 
been without a deep influence on Jewish character. Jews owe to the Pro- 
phets the sense of an ideal mission, their optimism, their pride as members 
of a chosen people, and in large measure their historic sense, In the East 
of Europe the wistful glances cast by millions of Jews at the Holy Land 
testify to the abiding hold the promises of the Prophets still retain up to 
the present day. Thus the Weltanschanung of the Jews, their views as to 
their position in civilization, are coloured by the hopes and ideals expressed 
in the prophetic literature. The spirit of Judaism has always been that of 
the Frophets, but that spirit would have been disembodied but for the 
ordinances of the Torah which gave practical realisation to the principles of 
the Nebiim. 

It is directly and only by means of the Torah that Jews have been 
enabled to survive as Jews after the loss of their own land, Ithas given 
them the “hard shell” which has prevented their absorption into the 
nations. ‘The prohibition of intermarriage has alone been of great efficacy 
in this direction and the dietary injunctions prevented even less close com- 
munion with non-Jews. The institution of Millak has had enormous moral 
influence towards isolation, the consciousness of a corporeal seal of separation 
could not but enhance the feeling of distinction from one’s fellowmen., 
Barvcu Spinoza wag clearly in the right when he declared that the institu- 
‘tion of circumcision was by itself sufficientto keep Jews distinct for ever. 
And all these Biblical customs combined to give a common bond for Jews 
throughout the world. 

And while it thus gave Israel a “fence to the Law,” the Torah also 
gare a constitution within its folds that tended to make its mombers more 
closely united and moré firmly devoted to its precepts. The Judaism of the 
Torah is above all others a social religion. It is founded in home-worship 
and raises the observances of home-life into sanctities of religion. It offers 
its votaries the attraction of social joys, notthe luxury of self-pity. In this 
aspect the Sabbath may be taken as the type of a Jewish institution. It 
transforms woman into the priestess of the hearth not into the nun of the 
cloisters. It may be a doubtful point whether a future life is recognised by 
the Toruh, it is certain that nostress is Jaid upon the idea, There is con-. 
scquently no “ other worldliness” in Judaism, and if it lies open - to the 
dangers of materialism in life, it offers no field to the equally dangerous 
extreme of asceticism. 

On the other hand it is often urged by enemies of the Jews that the 
Biblical legislation tends to narrow life and to cramp spiritual freedom. One 
might refute such statements by reference to the steady progress in Jewish 
thought up totheend of the Middle Ages, And we can, at any rate, 
point out the false analogy on which sueh accasations are founded, If 
the legislation ofthe Torah in the developed form given in the Talmud had 
been imposed by some despot from without, then there would indeed have 
gone slong with its observance a feeling of subservience and slavery, But 


idle, therefore to talk of spiritual slavery. They might claim to be at once 
‘free and one with the law,” to use Ackapacn’s fine phrase, M. Renan 
mentions how struck he was with the remarks of a Jewish friend.that it was 
a thousand times better to have your mind free and your actions determined 
than the opposite. And similarly we might vaunt the superiority of 
medieval Judaism over medieval Christianity in point of toleration due to 
the willing slavery of Israel to the Torah. The Law has given the element 
of order in the Jewish Theocracy while progress was provided for by the 
tendencies of Jewish intellect. 
Incidentally, the presence of the Law as the most abiding factor in Jewish 

life has led to the intense study of its minutiw, which had been so marked 
a feature of Jewish life up to the present day. It cannot be doubted that 
this has tended to increase the legal tendencies of the Jewish character, It 
has certainly increased the respect of the Jew for learning generally, 
and has at the same time caused him to take measures that his son should 
have an opportunity, by education, of becoming a Lamdan. And the neces- 
sity of keeping up a knowledge of the sacred language has doubtless had 
much to do in giving Jews their marked linguistic abilities, | 
In thus binding Jews throughout the world into willing obedience to a 
common code of customs, the 7'vrah bas almost supplied the place of the 


and they have often shown themselves ready to die for their spiritual country. 
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And yet we have to recognize that in theso days its influence is seriously 
threatened by the weakening of the great hold it has previously had upon 
Jews. The belief in the verbal inspiration of the Pentateuch is fast yield- 
ing to the assaults of modern Biblical criticism without any attempt being 
made to defend the stronghold, The most modern view is that the Torah, 
instead of being the beginning of Israel’s development, is almost its final 
phase; instead of having Moses for its author, the school of Kvengn and 
WELLuavsen declare that the legislative portions are main!y dae to Ezea. 
The difference between the two views is vital. Yet we caunot see that the 
injunctions of the Torah need lose any of their binding force, even if the 
most “advanced” views be adopted. We have pointed out their efficacy 
in preserving us as Jews, and while the desire to remain Jews exists they 
will be equally efficacious. 

It is difficult to imagine Jews without the Torah, yet if we can divest 
them of all tlhe qualities they owe to the Sacre] Code, it would be clear that 
they would not be Jews in any sense of the wor], even it they held together 
all over the world as a kind of Semitic Gipsies. That we have not sunk 
into a condition analogous to the “ Romany Rye” is due entirely to the 
Torah, and the sense of the dignity which the Law has given to our race 
mingles with the feelings of more purely religious exa'tation exp>rieaced at 
this solemn season of the Rejoicing of the Law. , 


THE ANTLSEMITIC: AGITATION ON THE CONTINENT. 


From eupplementary information which has reached us rmepectiig the 
recent Anti-Semitic Congress at Dresden, we gather the folloviog particulars : 
Two prominent politicians from Bavaria who were to have taken part in the 
proceedings at the last moment wtote that they w+ bs precladed from 
attending the gathering as they feared that it mightbeci- 4 fromthe object for 
which it was convened. The real cause for their el gence wis, however, to be 
found in the fact that they had received a hint from he ve y highest quarters 
that it would be desirable if they were conspicuous by tucir absence. This is 
another proof of the King of Bavaria’s friendly feeliog towards the Jawa, ani 
of bis detcstation of the anti-Semitic movement. It is, however, equatly note- 
worily that one of the members present was a certain Herr Von Biemarck. 
During the proceedings of the Congress the notorious Hungarian agitator, the 
Deputy Victor Ietoczy, submitted a manifesto addreseed to all Christian Govern- 
mente, parliaments and nations, setting forth the campaiga which would have 
to be entered on againet the Jews. It will pecially interest Englishmen to 
learn that not only was this manifesto adopted, bat it was also determined to 
publish it as an advertisement in the Times, which was describel by one of the 
speakers as the “universal Jewish joornal.” Farther of tho split 
which ¢xiate between the two wings-of the anti-Semitic party ia alforted by the 
circumstance that Herr Sid ker announced that he could not vote-for the alop-. 
tion of Istoczy’s manifesto. Finally, the Congreas accepted 8:5 ker's proposal 
for the formation, on the model of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, of a por- 
mabcnt anti-Jewish Committee, the members of which would belong to every 
country, but their names would remain a secret. It was also determined. to 
found an international Auti-Semitic Review. | 

After the agitators bad completed their work at Dresden eoveral of them 
repaired to Berlin, where a meeting was held at Tivoli on the 14:h alt.,.and 
anti-Jewish addresses were delivered by Dr. Henrici and the Huogarian Deputies 


Onody and Simonyi. Considerab'e capital was made out of the exhibition at — 


the meeting of what was alleged to be a portrait of the missing girl, Escher 
Solymosi of Tisza-ezlar ; but several friendly journals have pointed out that 
as the girl belonged to thé loweat class, among whom it was not customary to 
have their portraits painted, it is improbable that the pictara exhibited was in 
reality her portrait. They therefore sarmiso that the thing was got up ia order 
to still further inflame the paesions of the anti- ‘emites against the Jews. 

The Hongariao journal Fyyetertes asseria that the Minister of Jus ica at 
Pesth i about to take criminal proceedings against the Dapaty Istoczy on 
acount of the speeches which he delivered at the Anti-Semitic Congress in 
Diceden, aud the wanijesto which he prepared and submitted to that body. 
The prosecution is based on Article 172 of the Hangurian Penal Gods, which 
declares that any individual who at a public meeting inciies the followers of 
one religious faith against those of another creed, be it by word of mouth or in 
writing, thereby endangering the public peace, shall be condemned to imprison- 
ment not exceeding a period of two years, and to pay a fine of not more than 
1,000 florins, . A Hungarian citizen becomes punishable ander this law eveo 
theugh the offence ay have been committed in a foreigo country. 

Jerr Julius Ruppel, editor and publisher of the Ostend Zeitung, a Balin 
organ of the anti-Semitic movement was charged last weck at the 4ch crimina! 
court ip Berlin (inaeccordance with Article 166 of the G-raav Penal Code) with 
having ridiculed and insulted the Jewish religion, and deriled its observ ances, 
more especially in articles on the Tisza Eézlar affair, Too Public Prosscuior 


cemanded six week's imprisoument. ‘The Court ho vever acquitted the defen d- 


ant because, as he pleaded, he had madea distinction botweea Jews as a nation | 


and Jews as a religious body. 

Court Chaplain Sticker has mec with a severe rebuff at the hands of th- 
Churchwardens of the Evangelical Church at Colberg, who refused to lend hiu 
the pulpit for the purpose of advocating the claims of the Berlin mission, Tue 
Churchwardens based their refasal on the ground that the palpit shoald not be 
made a medium for propagating reactionary ideas and for disturbing the 
harmony existing amoxg the Christian and Jewish sectioas of the popula- 
tion. 

An anti-Semitic diecussion took place on the 14th ult. in the Galician Dict 
at Lemberg on the motion submitted by the Deputy Meranowicz in favour of 
a revision of the rights of the Jews in Galicia. In the course of his speech the 
Deputy employed the stereotyped arguments by which the anti Jewish 
agitators seek to justify their campaign against the Jews. OF course the 
‘religious worder at Tiezs-Eszler” was not passed over in silence, aud ia com- 
—mpenting On this affair, Meranowicz had the audacity to declare that the 
rabbis at Vienna bad admitted in reply to an inquiry wade by a Gallician ju ize 
that under certain circumstances the Jewish faith sanctioned murders for 

(This statement of the Deputy has elicited an emphatic 
denial from the rabbis in Vienna). Tne assertion was likewise combated by 


the Jewish Deputy, Dr. Zacker, at whose proposal urgency was declared for 
Herr Meranowicz’s motion, in order that it might receive an early and fail dig. 
cussion when the calamnies heared upon the Jews could be publicly dig. 
proved, 

A manifesto signed by a person styling himself General Ivanowitch, has 
beea issued in Amsterdam, condemning the anti-Semitic movement, and callip 
upon all well-disp osed individuals to counterac’ the agitation by forming 
Semitic committee for tae defence of the Jews. Oar Datch Jewish contem. 
poraries, however, appear to be completely in the dark as to the identity of 
General [vanowitch and the motives which have prompted his intervention op 
behalf of our poopte. | . 


PROFESSOR NULDEKE ON THE “BLOOD ACCUSATION.” 


The German papers publish an “ opinion” by the well known Professor 
Dr. Nildeke of the Strasburg University in which the learne! wiiter says: [¢ 
ix sad to fiod that occasions still ariso whon it is necessary to combat with 
energy the accusation brought againet the Jows that they make use of blood, 
chiefly that of Christiane, in connection with cottain religious core noaies. . Taig 
accusation resta on no foundation whatsoever, indeed a barbarous practice 
is direcily autagonistic to the fundamental principles of Jadaiem. any 
Jews were to make themselves gailty of this practice, they would assuredly be 
at once expelled from the community. They who believe or spread such a 
calumny should know that the charges of offering up human sacrilices and of 
usiug hu naa blood for religioas pirposss wore ta ago nt tinmas freqasatly 
brought in the East against various religious sects, aad that thoy owe their 
origin to religious hatred aad to inaccurate explanations of the law. Sach 
charges were even made by different Christian sects against other religions 
bodies, and the sacred writers of the Mandiers (the so-called Johannes Curis. 
tiane) bear witness to this fact. Whoever asserts that the Jews employ haman 
blood for the purpose of their religious c+romoaiss places himsalf oa th» staal. 
pcint of the radest Oriental religions hatred and superstition. 

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA,

in Rassia it deserves to be noticed that when M. Risimowsky, the Director of 
the Gymnasium at Niemirow, celebrated his twenty-five years’ “ Jubilee,” the 
Jews in the town honoured the event by a special.servics in the synagogue, 
which was attende! by the Director. Oa this occasion the Je vish commanity 
presente! M Risimowsky, with a handsomely bouod Bible, as a token of their 
gratitude for his humane treatment of hia Jewish pupils.

Two convoys, cousisting respectively of 497 an] 93 ialividaals of Raasian 
Jows who have returned from America, recently arrived ia Borlia vid H unarg, 
They were al once coaveyed ia vehicles to the Asylum for Rassian Rofagess 
in. the Frachstraese. 

Sixty dwelling houses have boen hired in the Rao E1géae Sao at Montmartre 
(Paris) in which the Kusso-Jewish refagees who have takea up their abode 
in Paris have been itstalled at the expense and under the cara of the Comité de 
Bienfaisance.

New Synacocus.—The Rev. B, Spiers, Dayan, delivered a s2rmoa at the New 


Synagogue on the First Day of Tabernacles. He took for his text Deut. xvi, 13, 14, 
26,17, * And thou shalt rejoice in. thy festival.” The preacher showed that true 
enjoyment consisted in making others, especially the poor, the widow and the orphan 
participators of our happiness, 

CeNnTRAL SyNAGOGUE.—The Rev, A. L. Green spoke on Sabbath last on the 
Book of Koheleth, which formed part of the day's liturgy. He observed that no 
book of the Hebrew Bible had called forth a greater diversity of opinion, and that 
owing to the conflicting statements contained therein some hesitation took place as 
whether it should be admitted into the Sacred Canon. As to the signification of the 
word “Koheleth,” though it was generally rendered * Ecclesiastes,” or Preacher,” he 
‘thought it should be rendered * compiler.” Is was a remarkable fact that the book 
was a reflex of a:] modes of thought, ancient and advanced, that had agitated 
now agitate men’s winds. But, not withstanding the divergence of ideas enunciated 
therein, it concluded with sound advice, at once sententious and sage : “ Let us hear 
the conc!usion of the whole matter, fear God and keep His commaad ments, for this 
is the whole [duty] of man.” And if the word in brackets be omitted, it might 
signify, for this is the whole of man,all animate! nature being made :ubservient 
man, who, if obedient ta his Maker, would thus constitute the whole, that 13, the

BorovuGu SyNAGoGuE.—Ona the first day of Succoth the Rev. Dr. ot 
Abrahams, delivered a sermon in this synagogue, taking his text from Levit. 
xxiii, 43. The preacher remarked on the connection ketween the Day of Atonement 
and the Feast of Tabernacles, that we are enabled to enjoy more fully the celebra- 
tions of the Harvest Feast after being reconciled to our Maker.

Althongh absence from this city has cansed a brief cessation of my correspon- 
dence, little of importance has occurre] during the interval, The fact that from the 
Western provinces of the “zone of settlement” a mass of petitions has been 
addressed to the Minister of the Interior, and that these petitions have, in some 
instances, been supported by deputations who have arrived here, praying for a 
mitigation ofthe famous “temporary regulations'’ which have caused to much 
misery to hundreds of thousands of Jewish families, scarcely deserves special 
notice. For, as I learn from an authoritative source, all these memorials have been 
laid aside ad acta, whilst the deputations have been dismissed with high-sounding 
expressions which mean nothing. Indeed, what means the phrase, “ I was always 
disposed to act justly towards the Jews, and it shall be my earnest care to act 
similarly in the future” in the mouth of a minister’? Did not Ignatieff boast of 
Lis love of justice, and did he not take his stand on this virtue in his campaign 
against the Jews! It is true that Count Tolstoi is in no way an Ignatieff All 
the more disappointing, therefore, is the reply he gave to a deputation who com- 
plained of the prohibition to sell spirituous liquors, “ Address yourselves to tho 
Minister of Finance,” for who knows so well as does the Minister of the Interior 
that the Jews can expect nothing good from his colleague, the arch anti-Semite 
Minister of Finance, M. Bange.

doubt that in such case the Russian rouble, the value of which has already fallen

- of national bankraptey would ensue, for the tax on spirits is one of the most 
. important sources of the revenue of the Empire. It is tiue that some of the pro- 


vincial bodies have memorialised the Government to take the spirituous liquor 
trade entirely out of the hands of the Jews, but for the reasons I have just given, is 
is highly improbable that their petitions will have the desired result, 

All other items of recent events are so exactly similar to those to which the 
persecution of Jews in Russia has accustomed your readers that I might close this 
letter were it not that I am desirous of making some observations concerning: the 
large, and in many respects worthy, Jewisi colony in Moscow, which I recently had 
an opportunity of closely studying. 

It was not the first time that I visite] Moscow. Bat the city is so large, to 
Atiatic in ita irregularity, with its unsystematic arrangement of ¢+treets, that it is 
extremely difficult in a short t me to make one’s salf at home in that immense 
if for this reason it was not easy for me to become acquainted with the 
Jewish colony, my perplexity was increased by the fact that the Jews still live in 


their Ghetto, which is situated in the centre of this central town of Russia, and which | 


being void of all architectural interest, offers no attractions for the tourist, and 
is therefore but seldom visited, But I determined to utilise my recent siay in the 
old capital to learn as mach as I possibly could of the Jewish community there, 
which has attracted so much attention thanks to the persecuting energy of the 
late Chief of Police, Ivanowsky. I therefore succeeded in making my way to the 
“ Saradie,” as the Jewish quarter is called, where I took up my abode. Although I 


was thereby subjected to greaf inconvenience not the least of which was the high | 


price charged for even the barest necessities, | do not regret. the step l took for I 
was enabled to see and hearmuch which would otherwise have been lost to me, 

In the firet place let me tay a few words about thie history of the Jewa ia the 
Saradie, which fully illustrates the intolerance andl indospitableness displayed 
towards the Jewa throughout the country in general bub ia. Moscow in particular, 
The holy city of the Czars, with its “ forty times fort y churches of the true faith” 
was afraid that it wou!d be desecrated by the presence of a Jew within its wal's, 
‘When towards the end of the last century Moscow became an iniportant centre of 
commerce and thus more and more attracted Jewish traders from Lithuania 


and Courland and espevially from Little Russia, Wolh ynia and Podolia—who, how- 


ever, were there oppressed and persecuted in every possible way, naturally to the. 
detriment of the trade of Moscow—the local Chamber of Commerce petitioned the 
Government to grant the Jews the right of temporary residence in that city, in view 
of the great advantege their presence would have for Russian commerce, more 
particularly as they had euch extensive business connections with the foreiga 
provinces bordering on Russia. On these grounds permission was at the beginning 
of the present century granted to Jewish merchants, who desired to visit Moscow 
for business purposes, to enter the city and take up their residence in certain “ courts” 
in the Saradie. At first this permit was good for three days, then it was extended 
to seven days, and under very exceptional circumstances even toa month, These 
* courts’ were closed at stated hours of the night, after which neither ingress. or 
egress was permitted to the Jews’ until their re-opening in the following morning 
at uncertain hours, for the time was frequently changed according to the caprice of 
the authorities. (After forty years the right of sojourn in Moscow was also conceded 
to Jewish soldiers), But in nearly every instance it became impossible for Jewish 
merchants to complete their business arrangements during the short time which was 
allotted to them, and as in addition the Jewish “ zone of sett] ement ' was so remote 
from Moscow, it was found absolutely imperative that Jewish agents and commis- 
sion merchants should be allowed to take up their permanent residence in the city. 
How was this to be done? The only possible way to accompl ish the object in view 
was to evade the law. This was made easy by the readiness of the venal Russian 
officials to accept bribes, but it cost an immense amount of money. With what 
ingenuity and cunning the Jaw was circumvented no one but a Russian Jew or 


official can imagine, ‘lhe usual mode of procedure was as follows : Hither the Jew — 


allowed a fictitious claim, which he resisted, to be brought againss him by 
his landlord or the merchant with whom he traded, in which case he was considered 


under grrest as it were, until the dispyte was settled; or he committed some trivial 


that she should give up to them everything she had with her. 


neces*ary permission from the police. From the manner in which Russian justice 
was carried on at the time, and especially if the palms of the authorities were well 
greaced, many, many years might elapse before the defendant was sum- 
moned to appear at the bar of the civil or criminal tribanals as the case might be 
When, however, the Jew finally desired to leave Moscow all that had to be done was 
for the complainant to inform the authorities that the dispate had been privately 
and amicably settled, and that, therefore, the police supervision over the defendant 
might henceforth be relinquished. He was then free to quit the town, This pro- 
cedure gave the Jews a certain security, although tho entire farce was known to 
everybody, but on the other hand it placed them at the mercy of their landlords 
and customers, the police and the higher authorities, which, as I have already 
observed, entailed heavy expenses, Of course only very rich merolants could afford 
these outlays. The less wealthy claes of traders, in collusion with their landlords, 
contended themselves by not presenting their passports and thus witholding the fact 
of their arrival. This mode of evading the law by which the innkeeper and his 
servants and the inferior police agents chiefly profited, was mach cheaper than the 
other method, but then it was far more dangerous ; for from time to time the police 
in order to keep up their prestige, made nocturnal house to house searches, and if 
they discovered any Jew who had, so to speak, emuggled himeelf into the place, he 
was at once removed to the police station where he waspui in chains, and then 
sent off on foot to his home many hundreds of miles distant. These journeys often 
lasted yeacs and it not infrequently occurred that the poor fellows met with their death 
on the road. Such nocturnal visits were, however, not always dangerous, Here 
also, provided it was*forthcoming,the rouble served as a mighty protector, as a 
rescuing angel, but even then, hundreds, nay thousands, of roubles were required to 
buy the police, a purchase which ruined more than one wealthy Jew, The resulta 
of all these proceedings were that the plainest and dirtiest quarters in the Saradie 
commanded far higher prices than the handsomest hotels in the most important and 
most thickly populated streets of Moscow, that the innkeepers or proprietors of 
boarding houses became rich in'a very short space of time, and that even more 
quickly than thee the police and the guardians of the law amassed considerable 
wealth through the merciless manner in which they bled the Jews, 


The situation was, however, considerably improved duriag the reign of the late 
humane Emperor, Alexander II, In a Ukase issued on the 16th of March, 1859, the 
right was accorded to Jewish merchants, who had been members of the First Guild 
for five years, as also to foreign Jews under certain conditions, to reside and trade 
beyond the “zone of settlement.’’ In a Ukase of the 4th of January, 1860, the 


_ same right was extended to Jews residing in the ancient kingdom of Poland, and in 


a .Ukase of the 27th November, 1501 (as far os free settlement in any part of the 
country was concerned) to Jews who had receivela higher edacation in the superior 
Russian schools, together with a certain grade, such as Engineer of Technology or 
Mechanice, Master in Pharmacy, or Doctor of Medicine, Finally, a Ukase of the 
25th June, 1865, authorised Jewish mechanicians, distillers and brewers, and especi- 
ally all kinds of handicraftemen to settle freely, without any limit as to time, in. 
every part of the Empire. 

These highly humane laws had an important bearing on our situation, and 
opencd up a new era in the Saradie, But this quarter has not by any means lost its 
importance, The First Guild isan extremely costly affair, and ia only within the 
reach of the very wealthy. If, therefore, the number of Jewish merchants of the 
First Guiid is very small, the number of those who have been members thereof for 
five years is even smaller still, Then, again, all those who study at the High Schools 
do not succeed in gaining those diplomas which entitle them to unrestricted residence 
throughout the land, The number of those fortunate Jews who are no longer com- 
pelled to reside in the Saradie being therefore comparatively insignificant, this 
quarter still contains the bulk of the Jewish colony in Moscow, who are sub- 
jected to the old state of things, with ite accompaniment of dearness of living, Of 
this latter fact I had bitter experience. Thue, for example, whilst F am accustomed 
to pay but one rouble a day in the most important hotels fora large and comfortably 
furnished bedroom; with clean. bed linen, I had to pay in the Saradie I rouble 25 
kopecka per diem for a dirty little room, the sole furniture of which consisted of an 
uncomfortable iron bed, a ricketty table, and a couple of broken chairs. When I 
asked the landlord the reason for this excessive over-charge—not to say heartless 
robbery—he answered quite naively that only Jews put up at his house, for whom 
he had to give the police a certain fee per head every month. I should have liked 
to illustrate the reply of “ mine host " with a few facts, which are of uncommon 
interest, and highly characteristic of our present position. But the hour is late 
and this letter is long. What is deferred is, however, not abandoned, 


An incident which lately occurred in the neighbourhool of the small town of 
Okna (in the Government of Odessa) shows but too plainly that the era of the worst 
form of violence has not yet come to an endin Russia, Whilst the wife (45 years 
old) of a Jewish shoemaker, named Noussine, who resides at the colony of Gopot, was 
on her way home from Okna, she was stopped by two young peasants who demanded 
On her refusing to 
comp'y with their unjust demand, they threatened to violate her. With tears in her 
eyes she implored them to desist, edding pathetically that she was the 


_ mother of children as old as themselves.. Bat her entreaties were io vain, and after 


they had given full play to their brutal instincts, they determine! to kill her in 
order that she should thus be beyond the possibility of denounciog them, Te 
accomplish their object each seized the poor woman by one leg, intending to tear her 
to pieces, Fortunately some peasants and Jews arrived on the spot in time to save 
her life, but the miscreants fled, They were subsequently captured, but in spite of

innocence,

author of the really valuable “ Ginx's Baby,” has apparently imagined that the 
_— of Balzac bas fallen upon him. To write an English novel,in thoronghly 
rench diction, is by no means an easy task, and to dive into the hearts of the 
characters of the story, exposing their workings and their wickedness with a pen 
having the qualities of a dissecting knife, has been given but to few novelists. 
It is not our intention te consider Mr. Jenkine’s ambitious although somewhat 
unsatisfactory book from a general point of view. It is not our province 
here to do so. But there is so much allusion to the position in financial affairs 
of our coreligioniste, that the work must not pass entirely unnotice! in these 
columns. 

Everybody will remember (if les malheurs d'autrui are not too quickly 
forgotten) the rapid rise and the equally rapid fall of the “ Union Genérale ” 
in Paris. There was no doubt that it was an association of Catholics and that 
it was a sectarian and at the same time a pecuniary, speculation. It was even 
supposed also to be an attempt to wrest from the Jews the power that they 
are presumed to hold over the financial world. Be this as it may, little resulted 
from this attempt but the ruin of many people, a moderately sized panic on the 
Paris Bourse, and Mr. Jenkins'’s book. 

“The art of making money,” says Mr. Jenkins through the mouth of his 
Catholic hero, “ is the act of subduing, binding, enslaving men. Thia art is the 
Jew's art. From the time that Jacob chiselled Esau out of his birthright, it has 
been characteristic of the race to endeavour to obtain possession of other 
or te property, for an insufficient equivalent—and what ia that but Finance ? 

e Jew holds in his hande the reins of Evropean finance.” We are bound to 
ray that another (perhaps the best drawn—Baron Plumm) of Mr. Jenkins’s 
characters, gives a defence of the Jews which we should much like space for 
reprinting here, wherein be points out, calling the Jews the “ Impsrial race of 
the world,” that “the cradle of our Catholic religion was the cradle of this 
race, and the Jesus and Mary of our adoration were children of Abrabam. The 
Jews have the highest average of intellect of any race in the world, an 
unflagging, an indomitable will. The egirit that conquered Palestine, 
and ‘defended Juadmi through agea of oppression, which produced 
the magnificent spectacle of the siege of Jerusalem, when a few half-starved 
wretches defied to the last the flower of the Roman legions, has never died in 
these people . you lend yourself to the vulgar prejudices against 
this people, who have given to every race in Europe sone of the most eminent 
statesmen, warriors, philosophers, men of science, princes of finance. His com- 
panion comtemptaously observes, “ money-grubbera.” “There are money- 
grabbers of the vilest in every race. There are Jewsand Jewae . . . . 
Let us beware of challenging comparison with this splendid people. Of conrse 
where there are bad Jews they are very bad, owing to the superiority of their 
intelligence.” And the next speech is equally complimentary to the Jews as 

hilosophers, statesmen, musicians, poets, novelists, actors, and journalists. It 
is evident that this exordium spoken as it is by the character whom the author 
has invested with the largest amount of dignity, that his personal opinion must 
be here expressed and it is more than pleasant to read sach cheerful aud com- 
plimentary things about ourselves. But it is, we think, a pity to pat 
these views forward in a book which so strangely mixes up religion (or 
religious sectarianism) and finance, and it is beyond question that those who 
fought and beat the “ Union Générale,’ were not, ostensibly at least, Jews by 
birth and certainly not Jews by faith. If,asMr. Jenkins says (and we heartily 
wish it were absolutely correct), the Jews are the fiaancial rulers of the worl.,. 
it is no question of religion. It is simply a question of purity of race, and the 
superior intellect which Mr. Jenkins accords us is probably tha outcons of 
intermarriage and untainted descent, The Catholics have tried, perhaps with 
the idea of “ cutting out” the Jews financially, to establish large banks in 
Brussels, Paris, and London on a Catholic basis, but such attempts have always 
distinctly and disastrously failed. Finance and religious faith must evidently be 
kept apart. These are all the faults we have to find with Mr. Jenkins’s treatment 
of us in his new book. He records a battle which never took place, and as 
Jews were undoubtedly interested in the * Union Géuérale,” his theory, not a 
new one bye the bye, of a financial struggle of the faiths is erroneous, His 

resuipption that the ruling of the fieancial world is io our haada. ia, we fear, 
10correct, tor we certaiily have a much larger proportion of actually poor and 
helpless amongst o8 than any nation of similar size. 

For the reat of the book, it is interesting. But the various threads of the 
story are hardly eatisfactorily knitted, and although the majority of the cleverly 
varied characters are distinctly drawn, and some are vovel in conception, yet 
they are too numerous for the tale.

THE JEWS IN SMRYNA,

SMYRNA, SEPTEMBER 2isrT, 1889, 

The recent events in Egypt, which reflect such great honour on the English 
army, have produced a lively feeling of joy in this city, especially among the nume. 
rous emigrants whom the misdeeds of Arabi and his confederates had cansed to flee 
from their homes. The Jewish refugees from Cairo and Alexandria have now nearly 
all returned to Egypt. The more necessitous have been repatriated at the expense 
of our community, after having received regular weekly relief during their stay 
here. They ought neyer to forget the generous manner in which they were treated 
by the Jewish conimunity of Smyrna, which, notwithstanding the exceptionally 
heavy burdens that were thrown upon it this year, did not withhold its help from 
Our best wishes accompany them on their return to their 
native country, and it is to be hoped that they will soon regain that comfort and 
tranquillity of which the malefactor Arabi had robbed them, 

We have also witnessed during the last few days the departure for Odessa of the 
Russian Jewish families who had taken refage in our city. The comparative calm, 
which in Russia has rep!aced the mournful events of this and the previous year, 
induced the fugitives to return to their former homes. Fatile efforts had been made 
to obtain employment for them in Smyrna ; meanwhile, the relief which was given 
to them in the name of the Alliance Israélite Universelle was continued, But 
nothing could induce them to settle here permanently, owing to the prevailing low 
rate of wages and to the difficulty which they experienced of making themselves 
understood in a region where but few persons speak German, much less Russian, 
This is not encouraging for the project of colonizing Syria with Russian Jews, which 
is so strongly advocated by pbilanthropists, Christians as we]l as Jews. There are 
only about a dozen Ruesian Jews still remaining here, and they will probably follow 
In addition, week after week numbers of Russians arrive 
here from Palestine, completely disenchanted and bitterly deceived, on their way 
back to their native country. The costs of repatriation and other incidental 
expenses are chiefly borne by the Alliance Committee, but our community also con- 
tributes a fair share. 

In my last letter I mentioned that the Committee for the relief of the sufferers 
by the conflagration of Jaly 15th had decided to spend the residue, amounting to 

about £1,000, of the Relief Fand, in erecting a species of workmen's city for 

the reception of some really indigent families, This laudable decisioa has to 

a great extent been modified, for recently nearly £500 was distributed in money 

among victimes of the fire. Upwards of 550 applications for relief had been made 
to the Committee by the sufferers, who protested against the idea of using the money 

The Committee, finding iteelf attacked on all sides by these 
demands, gave way, and in distributing the money they made it a point of specially 

favouring the proprietors whore emall houss had been devoured by the flames, 
There thus remaims in Land about £500—a sum far too insignificant for the realise 
tion of the original plan. : 

The fruit season has happily just commenced at Smyrna, and will have the 
effect of alleviating the misery of the poorer class. Ih fact, during this season 
many thousands of Jews, men, women, and children, obtain a living by means. of 
the fig produce, and although the harvest may be less abundant than was the case in 
former years; manual labour is much sought after and is well remunerated. 

The religious year which has just closed will be a memorable one in the annals 
of universal Judaism, marked as it has been by events which imperilled the lives of 
milliors. Our enemies have spared nothing in giving effect to the unworthy hate 
which is felt towards us in many countries ; here murder, there pillage and fire, to 
say nothing of the excesses of the pen and the tongue to which the anti-Semites 
have given vent. In-concluding these lines I am forcibly reminded of the verse 
which we recite on the evening of Rosh Hashana: 


IAND IN’ HAND ASYLUM. 


A crowded + pecial meeting of the governors and: subacribera of the Hand-iv- 
Hand Asylum convened in response to a requisition signed by about 40 subscribers 
was held at the Institution in Well Street, Hackney on Sunday last “ to take into 
consideration the. result of the last election of two inmates, and to* consider the 
legality of the 700 votes purchased on that occasion,” Mr, Joun Harris, President, 
occupied the chair, 

The SECRETAKY read the requisition. and the resolutions passed at the previou3 
meeting by which the 700 votes purchased for the election had been rejected, although 
as was contended the purchase had been duly made in accordance with the rales of 
the Institution. 

_ The CusiRMAN informed the meeting that the question which they had to con- 
sider was whether in the action taken at the previous election the rules had or had 
not been broken. He trusted that the question would be considered in a thoroughly 
imp irtial manner. 

A motion for the adjournment of the meeting was at once made on the groua'l 
that the subscribers had been summoned only by advertisements in the press, inst 
of by circu'ar. It was urged that the meeting was therefore illegal. 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL, the Honorary Solicitor of the Institution, having been | 
invited to give bis opinion on the question raised as to the legality of the meeting, 
said the rules appeared to be very loose upon the subject, but it was usual unless it 
was expressly stipulated to the contrary, that meetings should be convened by cit 
cular, As this course had not been adopted in the present instance, the Chairman 
was bound to rule that the meeting was illegal. With regard to the matter for 
which they had met, he believed that in a few minutes it could be amicably & 
justly settled by two or three delegates chosen from either side, and if his services 
could be of any sesistance, he would be happy to give them. | 

After several protests had been made against the course suggested by Mr 
Emanuel and also against what was described as an attempt to shelve the question — 
by closing the mee!ing, 

‘The CHAILMaN ruled in accordance with the opinion expressed by Mr. Lewis 
Emanuel that the meeting was illegal. The proceeding then terminated amid col 
siderable confusion. | 

After the meeting had been dissolved Mr. Lewis Emanuel continued his efforts 
to arrange the differences which had arisen in which he eventually succeeded, 2 
is proposed that the decision of the Committee, in rejecting the votes which h 
been objected to, shall not be disturbed ; that the Committee shall retarn the money 
paid for such votes, and being willing to regard the irregularity which had taken 


place as the result of misconception, they will take steps with a view to secure the 
early election of the rejected candidates, 
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BIRMINGHAM. 


The Hebrew Educational Society, being anxious to extend the benefite of 
continued education after children have left school, as also to induce boys and 
girls profitably to occupy their evenings by the acquirement of further and 
higher education, convened a meeting of the Congregation, to which they 
also invited the attendance of a deputation from the Executive of the Midland 
Institute. The meeting was held on Saturday, September 30th, and was ver 
largely attended. Mr. B. H. Joseru, President of the Society, presided. The 
Council of the Midland Instituté was represented by Mr. Martineau (Vice- 
Chairman), Mr. G. 8. Matthews, M A. (Treasurer), and Mr. J. H. Chamberlain, 
J.P. (Honorary Secretary). Each of these gentlemen addressed the meeting 
on the work done by the Institute, the great advantages to be derived from 
attecdance at the claeses, and noted the small proportion of the local Jewish 
community who availed themselves of the benefits conferred by the Iostitution 
they represented, the address of Mr. Chamberlain being especially eloqnent. 
He exhorted the people, for the eake of their ancient history and traditions, 

_ to take the place in the educational world which it was their duty to occupy. 
A vote of thanks was accorded with acclamation to the deputation, on the 
proposition of Mr. M. J. Goldsmid, President of the Congregation, seconded by 
the Rev. G. J, Emanuel ; and a vote of thauks to the Chair, proposed by Mr. M. 
Moses, Chairman of the School Committee, and seconded by Mr. J. H. Chamber- 
lain, concluded the prc ceedings. 7 

The distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Birmingham Hebrew Schools 
took place on Sunday last. The large boys’ school was filled to overflowing. 
Mr. M. Moses, Chairman of the School Committee, presided. After Oy PIX by 
the singing clas-es, the CHAIRMAN delivered an appropriate address, commenting 
on the success attained by these schools at the last examination by the Govera- 
ment Inspector when 98 per cent of the children passed ino all subjects, asking 
the parents to assist the teachers in maintaining the high status of the echools 
and exhorting the teachers not to-flag in their exertions by which they hai 
achieved such satis‘actory resaltse. He concluded by handing the prizes to the 
children and addressing a fow remarks of commendation and encouragement to 
the recipients. After some recitations by the boys and girls and songs by the 
children of the singing classes, votes of thanks were accorded by acclamation 
tothe Chairman, the donors of the prizes and to the head master, mistresses 
and teachers of the school, and Mr. Berlyn haviag raplied to the last, the pro- 
ceeding terminated with the singing of the National Anthen.—The cost of the 
prizes was defrayed by Mr. leaac Davis, and during the meeting it was announced 
that in addition to the £10 102. by Mr. Isaac Davis, Mr. Henry Hayman offered 
a prize of £5 for competition by the drawing classes, Mr, Jacob Bloch 
(formerly a pupil teacher of the school) offered £2 23. for two prizes, one for 

' freehand drawing and the other for geometrical des'go, and Mrs. J. Bloch 
£1 18. for best specimens of domestic needlework. _ 

The eervices in the synagozue during the festivals have been attended by 
crowded congregations, the Reve. B. Hat and M. Hollander reading the ser- 
vices, and the Rev. G J. Emanuel delivering some especially eloquent sermons. 

To relieve the synagogue, the large sshoolroom wage, as usual, converted into 
a place of worship for about 500 men aad women, Tho services were conduetel 
by Mr. M. Berlyn and Mr, L. J. Rubinstein. A sermon was delivered by the 
Rev, G, J. Emanuel on the Day of Atonement. 


THF FEAST OF  TABERNCLES. 


Therv is little to record of the celebration in the synagogues of the Feast of 
Tabernacles, except that in several places of worship there was a considerable fall- 
ing off in the number of Lulavim, The special thanksgiving prayer om the restora- 
tion of peace in Egypt was recited in all the synagogues and wherever sermons 
were delivered the discourses were wholly or partially based on this subject, the 
preachers as a rule dwelling on the reasons why Jews, as Jews, could join their 
Christian brethren in the general thanksgiving for the victory of the British arms. 

In some of the synagogues, notably at the New West Ead and Bayswater Syna- 


gogues the Succahs were tastefully decorated with fruite, plants, and flowers by the © 


ladies of the congregations under the supervision of the wives of the ministers, 
There was also a fine display in the Succah at the Berkeley Street Synagogue, and 
that of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, in Bevis Marks, was largely fre- 
quented. 


The Suecah belonging to the Jate Mr. Louis Cohen was presented by his sons’ 


to the new St. John’s Wood Synagogue, but as it was found to be greatly decayed, 
the Messra, Cohen presented a new Succah in the construction of which some por- 
tions of the old one were utilised. 
A Succah adjoining the Hambro Synagogue was erected at the expense of the 
Wardens and was very tastefully decorated by the Misses Jacobs, of Hackney Road. 
We understand that much surprise has been felt by many respected members of 
the Portuguese congregation, that considering the office of Ecclesiastical Chief is 


sill wacant, the Wardens did not avail themselves of the prayer prepared by the 


Chief Rabbi, and read in the other synagogues on Thursday last. The senior mem- 
ber, Sir Moses Montefiore, evinced his feeling on the subject by having Dr. Adler's 
prayer read in his synagogue at Ramsgate. A rumour has reached us that offence 
was taken at the terms in which the announcement of the prayer was made in the 
Caily journals, We are of opinion that the Wardens, consicering the ancient tradi- 
tions of the Portuguese congregation and its accepted position covld have well 


afforded to overlook the slight and unintentional irregularity. The Chief Rabbi's | 


prayer was read in the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue of Manchester,
